S.R.O. —176, dated 19th May 1968 — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 14 of the Territorial Army Act, 1948 (5G of 1948), the Central CJOvertiment 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Territorial Army Rules, 
1940, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Teriitorial Army (First Amendment) Rules, 
1968. 


(2) They shall come into force on the 1st clay of July, 1968. 

2. In the Territorial Army Rules, 1948, for rule 11, the following rule shall he 
substituted, namely: — 

“11 Period of enrolment — Subject to the provisions of Fart III of these rules, 
the period of enrolment as a member of the Territorial Army, in the 
case of every person who is accepted for such enrolment in the Terri- 
torial Army after tho 1st day of July, 1968, shall, — 

(1) where the enrolment pertains to service in the Artillery or Infantry 
arms of the Territorial Army, be ten years commencing on and from 
the date of his enrolment for service in the Territorial Army and a 
further period of five years for service in the Territorial Army 
Reserve, and 

fii) where the enrolment pertains to service in any other arm of the Terri- 
torial Army, be twelve years commencing on and from the date of

his enrolment for service in the Territorial Army and a further 
period of three years for service in the Territorial Army Reserve : 

Provided that— 

(i) the service of any person in the Territorial. Army as aforesaid may be 
extended by one year at a time or by such longer periods aa may 
be specified in this behalf by the Director, Territorial Army but the 
maximum period of service of any person in the Territorial Army 
shall not exceed fifteen years commencing on and from, thq date of 
his enrolment for such service; 

ril) where the Enrolment as aforesaid of any person is aa a non-combatant, 
he shall be enrolled for the same periods for which non-combatants 
ore enrolled in the regular Army; 

riii) nothing contained in this rule shall apply to persons enrolled prior to 
the 1st day of July, 1968 UnlesS' they'hat'P' opted to be governed by 
this rule; 

(ivj persons who have not exercised such an option shall continue to be- 
governed by this rule as it stood before the 1st day of July, 1908."
